Thia ig in response to your request of August 14, 1961, that I 
send you a list of Americas of Italian origin who are helping to com- 
bat organized crime in the United States. 

Because of the large number of individuals who might be men- 
tioned in this regard, I will name only a few of those in my own 
Department who are actively engaged in the drive against organized 


crime. 


Some of the individuals who come readily to mind are Mario 


Noto, Assistant Commissioner for Investigation in our Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, John Sprizzo and Louis Scalzo, our 
Organized Crime and Racketeering Section, and Silvio Mollo, Chief 
of the Criminal Division in the United States Attorney’s office in the 
Southern District of New York. Without naming them I would like 
to call your attention to the numerous agents of our Federal Bureau 
of Investigation who are doing outstanding work in this area. Also, 
several of our United States Attorneys are outstanding lawyers of 
Italian origin who are playing important roles in our drive against 


organized crime. 


I would not attempt. to name those individuals outside this De- 
partment who have made significant contributions in this field 
However, I am certain you are aware of the number of such individ- 
uals with the Bureau of Narcotics, the Internal Revenue Service, the 
various federal and state investigative committees, local and state 
prosecutors’ office and in various other public and private capacities.

ges on quotas, and provisions that 
still prevent the reuniting of 
families because of strict quota 
requirements.” 


Culotia called for more effec- 
tive leadership on the part of 
President Kennedy and “leaders 
of both political parties if cam- 
paign promises are going to be 
fulfilled.” 

The provisions of the new law 
follows: 

1. Issuance of special non- 
quota immigrant visas to certain 
eligible orphans adopted or to be 
adopted by U. S. citizens. This 
provision also made a permanent 
/immigration law. 

2. Laws governing the exclusion 
and deportation of aliens and 
hatura lized oitizens were 
strengthened to meét the need 
for expedition, orderly venue, and 
avoidance of repititious court 
proceedings. 


3. Removal from visa applica- . 


tions of any reference to the des- 
ignation of the race and ethnic 
classification of the applicant. 
4.. Adjustment of certain im- 
Migration quotas which will be

§. Strengthened provisions with 
respect to exclusion from entry 
ef aliens who have entered into 
fraudulent marriages for the 
purpose of evading the law. 

6. Modifies the provisions of 
existing law relating to the ex- 
clusion of aliens who are afflicted 
with tuberculosis, leprosy and 
other contagious diseases.

In noting Italy’s Centenary 
observance this year, Senator 
Saltonstall commended Italy for 
its men of character and convic- 
tion, for its economie growth and 
as a defender of the free world. 

Saltonstall praised Italy’s lead- 
ers of the unification ... Maz- 
zini, Cavour and Garibaldi, Laud- 
ing the contributions being made 
to America by Americans of 
Italian origin, he said; “We have 
Governor Volpe, U. 8. Rep. Silvio 
Conte, U. S. Sen. John O. Pastore 
of Rhode Island, Federal Judge 
Anthony Julian, Superior Court 
Judges Felix Forte and Frank 
Tomasello and many others who 
are contributing to this great 
nation of ours.” 

He said Italy’ economic 
growth has increased as a mem- 
ber of the European Common 
Market. 

“As a partner in NATO, Italy 
has stimulated activity in the de- 
fense of Europe, 

“It is our hope that Italy will 
remain strong so that we can 
speak with strength and firmness 
at the peace tables of the world. 
We know we can count on the 
Italian people if it comes to bat-

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tle, though we hope such will not 
happen. 

“Italy is a strong, freedom lov- 
ing country ... and she has sent 
so many fine citizens to Amer- 
ica,” he said. 

Governor Volpe told his audi- 
ence: 

“One of my pleasantest tasks 
as governor was to sign the law 
that made Columbus Day—fit- 
tingly—a state holiday. This re- 
cognition to the memory of the 
man who discovered America was 
long overdue. The Sons of Italy 
worked 40 years to accord this 
honor to Columbus.” 

“Columbus did more than dis- 
cover a new land—he saved Eu- 
rope from the dark night which 
had closed in on it . . . Europe 
was going into a steady decline. 
Learning and the arts stood still 
—and Christendom seemed to 
shrink ... 

“By his discovery of America, 
Columbus lifted Europe’s eyes 
from doom—and lifted Europe’s 
heart with hope. On the wings 
of that hope came the Renais- 
sance — the greatest surge of 
faith, in learning, in the arts, 
that the world has ever seen.” 

In linking the dark days pre- 
ceding the discovery of America 
and modern times, Volpe said: 

“This is a world of crisis — 
each day thrusts a new problem 
upon us. And these problems are 
not only national problems .. . 
they are state problems and city 
problems and town problems. 
They are problems that affect 
each one of us. What can we do 
about them? 

“In our democratic society, we 
can be active or passive and no 
one punishes us. But especially 
in these troubled times, each one 
of us has a moral obligation to 
commit ourselves on the side of 
freedom, to defend our govern- 
ment and our way of life. We 
have a responsibility — each one 
of us — to preserve the special 
glory attached to the name — 
American. 

“One way you can do this is 
to seek public responsibility and 
public office, or, if you do not 
wish to run for public office your- 
self, then support honest, com- 
petent men. I should like to see 
more good people of all extrac- 
tions — especially Americans of 
Italian extraction taking a great- 
er part in their government. 

“The time to start is now. Do 
not be lost in a fog of indecision, 
saying to yourself that maybe 
tomorrow you'll do something 
about corruption in government, 
or perhaps some year you'll take 
an active part in elections. To- 
morrow. may never come and 
some year may be too late... 

“T do not say it is an easy job 
to enter politics or to serve your 
government. It is not. For in- 
stance, it is impossible to please 
everyone. No matter what you do 
someone is bound to criticize. AH 
you can do is to keep faith with 
yourself and with God — find 
out all you can about the prob- 
lems you face, try to discover the 
best solutions for them, and then 
gird yourself with courage and 
determination to do the job.”
